Panis, April 22.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The police this morn- 
ing raided a number of lodgings occu- 
pied by Anarchists, and arrested forty- 
five men suspected of plotting to make 
a demonstration on May day. 

Raids were also made at other points. 
Thirty suspects were arrested at 
Etienne, five at Dijon, eight at Amiens, 
ten at St.cQuentin and four at Lyons. 
A minute search of the Anarchists’ 
lodgings failed to reveal documents 
throwing light on their plans. 

M. Pouget, editor of the Anarchist 
paper, Pere Potntard, was arrested to- 
day and the paper seized. The police 
searched the office of Prince Krapot- 
kine’s Organ, the Revolt. Correspon- 
dence seized in Argentouil reveals the 
existence of a May day plot to blow up 
the town hall, police office and the 
church in which is kept the “holy 
coat. 


THE BORROWE-DRAYTON AFFAIR. 
It May Result in a Duel Between the 
Former and Fox. 

New York, April 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A dispatch from London 
to the Evening World indicates that 
blood is at last to flow in the celebrated 
Drayton-Borrowe case. It is stated that 
Borrowe and Millbank have vanished 
from London. They left early this 
morning, and Fox, Borrowe’s second in 
a former duel of words, has also disap- 
peared. It is whispered that all have 
gone to France, where Borrowe and Fox 
will meét at daylight tomorrow, proba- 
bly with pistols. Fox has allalong held 
staunchly to the assertion that Bor- 
rowe knew of the publication of the let- 
ters in the Borrowe-Drayton affair and 


authorized them. Borrowe denied this, 


asserting that while he tentatively 
agreed to the publication’ of the corre- 
spondence when the proper time ar- 
rived, he had no knowledge whatever of 
Fox’s having bargained for money on 
them. On Tuesday Millbank met Fox 
by accident, and the duel is believed to 
be the outcome of the conversation 
they had. 


RUMORED ‘DISASTER. 


The French Reported to Have Met witha 
Reverse in Africa. 

Paris, April 22.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Considerable uneasiness 
was caused here by a rumor that an 
unofficial cablegram had been received 
stating that the Dahomeyans had cap- 
tured Porto Novo. The Minister of 
Marine stated that up to 4 this after- 
noon he has received no official con- 
firmation of the report that Porto Novo 
had fallen into the hands of the Da- 
homeyans. He placed no credit in the 
report.

Caught in an Ice Floe. 
April 22.—The steam- 
ship Caprivi, Capt. McNabb, from 
Shields, arrived today and reported be- 
ing hemmed in by an ice floe in the 


night of April 11 a white streak was 
seen ahead, and before the engines were 
stopped the ship worked herself well 
into the ice floe. The noise brought the 
crew on deck, and there was great con- 
fusion for a time.

Cecila Wallace, one of the servants 
whose name was signed asa witness tr 
the will, testified in court this after- 
noon thatthe paper was not the one 
she signed; that it was another paper 
which Dr. Scudder asked her to sign 
and when she did so Mrs. Dunton’s 
name was not signed to it. Scudder ex- 
oy to her that the paper she signed 

the presence of Mrs. Dunton was 
signed erroneously; hence the substitu- 
tion of the other. He further told her 
not totell Mrs. Dunton about the second 
signature, lest in her weak condition it 
should worry her. 

“Hannah Johnson, another domestic, 
testified to seeing the Wallace girl sign 
the paper, saying it was folded so the 
writing could not be seen. She added 
that Mrs. Dunton, before her death, told 
her that the residence was to go to Miss 
Parker and wanted her to remember 
that, if there was any trouble about it.

SacRaMENTO, April 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Reporters of the Bee, 
who have been at Woodland, Dixon and 
Davisville, state that almost every brick 
building in the town of Woodland suf- 
fered, walls and plastering being 
cracked everywhere, but the only thing 
approaching wreckage was at the Cap- 
itol hotel, where a portion of the fire 
wall tumbled down and crashed through 
an awning, to the dismay of those who 
had fled to the streets. The next great- 
est damage was to a large schoolhouse 
on Main street, which was so badly 
cracked that it has been declared unfit 
for school purposes. 

At Dixon there does not appear to 
have been much damage on the surface, 
but many buildings are a great deal 
worse off than they appear. is is the 
case with the Dixon Baptist Church, 
which was erected a few years ago at a 
cost of $14,000. The damage appears 
to be trivial on the outside, but its pas- 
tor, W. T. Jordan, assured the reporter 
that the contractor informed him that 
the cheapest way to repair the damage 
would be to tear the church down and 
build a newone. The Masonic hall may 
have to be almost rebuilt by repairs, al- 
though the damage does not show on 
the outside. 

Davisville came out of the earhquake 
luckily and the citizens have little com- 
plaint to make. A drive over the 
county road from Dixon shows many 
demolished chimneys on farm houses 
and in and around Davisville similar 
damage is noticeable. 8 

Winters, April 22.—Some uneasiness 
is still manifested here growing out of 
the earthquakes of the past few days 

Owing to the condition of many build- 
ings a number of people have availed 
themselves of tents furnished by the 
State and are camping out of range of 
any falling débris. e work of tearing 
down and rebuilding is now going on. 

Esparto, April o further 
shocks have been felt here since 3 
o’clock this morning. People are in 
fear of further disturbances. The 
postoffice has been removed from the 
brick building which was damaged, into 
a private dwelling. All the injured 
have recovered except William Shulte, 
who had his leg and jaw broken and is 
still in a critical condition. No one 
sleeps in the hotel. All brick buildings 
are deserted. The town presents an 
animated appearance, however. Eve 
one is preparing to rebuild. Visitors 
are pouring in from all directions to 
view the ruins. 

Sheep herders from the hills report 
that several new sulphur springs have 
opened up and are flowing copiously. 
Large boulders weighing several tons 
were hurled from the hillsides and other 
landmarks have entirely disappeared.

PRESIDENT (HARRISON'S ADVICE. 

Denver, April 22.—The News’ Spe- 
cial from Buffalo Wyo., gives the text of 
President Harrison’s message in reply 
to the appeal from the people of that 
town. The President says: 

The Governor of your State made a call 
upon me in conformity to the Constitution 
for aid to suppress domestic violence and 
threatened bloodshed. I could not know 
anything of the situation, except as stated 
by him, and could not refuse aid. The 
prisoners will, as soon as the State authori- 
ties are prepared to receive them, be 
turned over to the civil authorities, and 
our connection with the matter will end, 
unless called upon to aid the State authori- 
ties cin preserving the peace. I do not 
doubt that the executive and judicial au- 
thorities of your State will without tear or 
favor bring to trial and punishment those 
who have violated the law. Nothing will 
be done to shield any guilty person, 

My counsel to you, fellow-citizens, is to 
use every effort to allay excitement and pro- 
ceed in all things peacefully and upon lawful 
lines. I will, of course, see any representa- 
tion you may send, but you will see that I 
can do nothing except to act with the State 
to prevent violence. Everything else rests 
with the State authorities. 

(Signed.) BENJAMIN HARRISON,

MONEY DUE THE CITY. 


A Balance Coming on the New 
Courthouse Site. 


The County Indebted to the City in the Sum 
of $10,000—racts About the Sale 
of the Old Central School 


Some days ago Edgar Moore, the ex- 
pert accountant, appeared before the 
Board of Education and madea propo- 
sition tosecure some $12,000 which 
was due that body for school purposes. 
The board, after hearing Mr. Moore’s 
statement, agreed to pay him 15 per 
cent. on all moneysduethe board. This 
matter caused some discussfon, as it was 
considered rather peculiar that a lump 
sum of 12,000 could be overlooked for 
any considerable length of time. Yes- 
terday, however, Messrs. W. W. Robin- 
son and Freeman G. Teed filed the fol- 
lowing report for submission to the 
council Monday, which explains the mat- 
ter and shows that while $10,000 is 
due on account of the sale of the old 
Central school property, where the 
Courthouse fiow stands, it is due to the 
city of Los Angeles, and not tothe 
Board of Education: 

To thé honorable Counctt of the Oity of Los 
Angeles—GENTLEMEN: The undersigned, W. 
W. Robinson, now Mayor's clerk, (former! 
clerk of the Council,) and Freemen G. Teed, 
present City Clerk, beg leave to call your 
attention to the following matter: 

For some days last past there has appeared 
in the public press of the city certain articles 
intimating that there might possibly be 
due from the County of Los Angeles to the 
City Board of Education a certain sum of 
money, to-wit: 618,000, being a portion of 
the consideration of the sale of what was 
known as the Central school property, to 
the County of Los Angeles, upon which 
property the county has since erected a 
county courthouse. 

The transaction referred to occurred dur. 
ing the time that Mr. Robinson was Clerk, 
and a diligent search by him of the records 
of the Council and the financial books of 
the city have recently been made, and the 
results are as follows: 

There seems to be due to the city of Los 
Angeles $10,000 from the county of Los 
Angeles on the sale of the Central School 
ape | in 1886. Early in 1885 the 

d of Education found that they could 
not continue the schools without more 
funds than they had at their disposal and 
asked the assistance of the Council; the 
funds of the city treasury being greatly de- 
pleted at the time the Council considered 
that they could do nothing, but the pur- 
chase by the county of the Central School 
property being soon after talked of it was 
agreed that the city should purchase from 
the Board of Education a portion of said 
property, the title of Which was in the 
said board, and advanced the Board of Ed- 
ucation $12,000 therefor, with the under. 
standing that it was to be returned on the 
sale of the property. 

The sale was made tothe county under 
ordinance No. 172 and payments were to 
be made by the county by an agreement 
between the Council and the Board of Su- 

rvisors as follows: $12,000 down; 

25.000 in six months and the remainder 
within one year. 

The first payment, $12,000, was made, 
and instead of being returned to the cash 
fund as agreed, was, at the request of the 
Board of Education, who were still short of 
funds, placed to the account of the common 
school fund: January 14, 1886, the county 


common school fund; February 2, 1886. 
the Council notified the Board of Supervis- 
ors to pay the balance of the second pay- 
ment, and on February 8, 1886, the count 

aid $2013.94, which went into the cas 

und, the $13.04 being probably for inter- 
est on deferred payments. February 23, 
1886, the county paid $38,000, which went 
into the common school fund, and the 
Board of Education having received all of 
the proceeds of the sale that they expected, 
executed a deed to the county, but the $10,- 
000 remainder of the amount advanced by 
the city to the Board of Education, and 
which Was to be repaid out of the sale, 
seems never to have been = by the 
county, to either the Board of Education or 
the city of Los Angeles. 

The said sum of 610,000 is not due to 
the Board of Education, but is due from 
the county to the city; it remains unpaid 
and should be collected. 

The latter portion. or closing part of this 
transaction, took place during the year 
1886, being the last year Mr. Robinson 
served the city as clerk, and all facts that 
are not 7 set forth in the records of the 
Council and the financial booksof the city 
are within the knowledge of Mr. Robinson, 
and also of Frank A. Gibson’ who was at 
that time president of the Board of Educa- 
tion.

Eme street and the north line of Baxter 
street, be granted and the City Engineer

that the Street Superintendent be in- 
structed to road up street at intersection 
of Fremont avenue and Diamond street, we 
recommend that the Street Superintendent 
be instructed to make a fill on each side of 
the electric road at that point.

The square dance 
is almost tabooed; it is kept alive for 
the sake of appearances and as afford- 
ing a refuge for the elderly and incom- 
petent. Ofallthe round dances, once 
so popular, the waltz is the only one 
that now meets with general favor; it 
is the only dance that permits of the 
close, warm, physical contact in 
rhythmic movement thatis at once its 
great enjoyment and its curse. You 
may look as horrified as you please, but 
youcannot disprove the fact that the 
waltzis popular because it ministers 
to merely sensual gratification. The 
men know this and improve their op- 
portunities. More than half the young 
libertines of the day have graduated 
from the ballroom. I have seen it all. 
And yet fathers and mothers sit tamely 
by, after throwing their daughters 
as offerings to this modern Moloch 
of fashion. 

How about the wall flower? Well, 
if she don’t dance she has no business 
at a dancing entertainment. People 
eee ask what to do with their 

aughters if they don’t let them dance. 
Isay give them athletics, tennis, bi- 
cycling and Delsarte for strength and 
grace; music, drawing, books and the 
art of conversation forthe mind.

A VISITOR’S IMPRESSIONS. 


A Pittsburg Man Tells What He Thinks 
of. California. 

H. P. Dilworth, a Pittsburg commis- 
sion broker, has just returned to his 
“home after an extended visit through 
Southern California. Regarding his 
impressions of the country, he unbur- 
dened himself to a reporter of the Dis- 
patch after this manner: 

The fact is, they have about 90 per cent. 
climate and 10 per cent. business out there, 
Mr. Dilworth said. “There are a host ok 
bright, active Yankees in that country, and 
they do aheap of thinking. At every turn 
I was astonished at the energy and enter. 
prise evidenced, and I found that Eastern 
blood and brains were responsible in nine 
cases out of every ten. Another notable 
fact.“ Mr. Dilworth went on, is the greatl 
increased number of tourists out there. 
met many-Pittsburghers out there and they 
all tell me that they prefer the climate and 
scenery of the Far West to anything they 
can find abroad. For my part, I never 
found the climate in any part of Euro 
that can be compared in any way with the 
climate of California, and I believe that the 
tendency of touristsis to go West instead 
of going abroad. The same thing ts evident 
with the people who heretofore have been 
going South. In California I met many of 
my friends whom last winter I met in Flor- 
ida. And the people out there are different 
from the Southern people. There is no 
malaria and everybody looks healthy. The 
women are magniticent specimens of hu 
manity.. They have rosy cheeks, clear com- 
plexions, beautiful teeth and are all bright 
andsmart. Everybody I met seemed to be 
good natured and everybody seemed happy. 
The hotels out there are all run by Eastern 
men andthey are allelegant. The street 
car systems are perfect and the systems of 
irrigation are complete. In fact, the facili- 
ties out there completely surprised me. 

The Chinamen are an important factor, 
and the bill permitting the admission of 
Chinamen to America has been a great 
thing forthe Mongolians who got in be. 
fore the law was passed. They build the 
railroads, work the farms and do all kinds 
of housework, and they are smart enough 
to take advantage of their condition. Be. 
fore the exclusion act was passed they were 
working for 75 cents per day. Now they 
are demanding and getting anywhere from 
$1.25 to $1.50 per day. The demand for 
Chinese labor out there ‘s greater than the 
supply, and they know it.”’ 

On his way home from California Mr, 
Dilworth stopped in Utah. He was not 
favorably impressed with the Mormons, 
however. The Mormons are common, 
rough people, he said. They all looked 
distressed. Their faces are expressionless 
and uninteresting. I have no confidence in 
the assertion frequently made that if left 
alone the Mormons would soon settle their 
own condition satisfactorily to the Govern- 
ment. The general Government has, 1 
think, been acting wisely with that ques- 
tion, and I think it will soon be settled to 
the satisfaction of society.“ 


NO MONGOOSES. 


The Little Animals Are Unwelcome in 
This Country. | 

An article from an Eastern exchange 
Was published in Tur Times recently, 
extolling the merits of the mongoose as 
a pest destroyer, and stating that the 
Agricultural Department of the United 
States recommended their extensive in-

The San Francisco Chronicle printed 
a similar article at about the same time 
in which it was stated that Secretary 
Rusk had spoken highly of, introducing 
the mongoose in this State, believing 
that it would be of great benefit to hor- 
ticulturists and agriculturists in killing 
off rats, squirrels and gophers.

He wrote to Col- 
lector Phelps, asking as a matter of 
form whether he would allow the small 
exterminators to land. The answer 
was that the collector knew of no 
United States statute to prevent their 
landing and that the mongooses could be 
brought in. 

Mr. Ephraim, whether he doubted the 
authority or whether he wished to let 
the Secretary ofAgriculture know that 
he was helping the supposed Govern- 
mental project, wrote to Mr. Rusk tell. 
ing him what he haddone. To his sur- 
prise Mr. Ephraim received a dispatch 
on Saturday from Assistant Secretary 
Edwin Willetts, which read as follows:

The Southern Pacific Tracks All 
Clear Again. 


Trainmen Who are Busy Preparing 
Their Grievances, 


President Huntington’s Annual Feed 
Will Be Held Tonight. 


A Navy Lieutenant as a Purchasing Agent 
~The Santa Fe and Wool Rates

There is little to add to the report of 
the Southern Pacific train accident east 
of Yuma beyond what Tun Times cor- 
rectly stated yesterday morning. The 
facts given in these columns were veri- 
fied yesterday in every particular. 


Beside the engine and two baggage. 


cars, which were derailed, the mail car 
also left the track, but sustained little 
damage. Engineer Holliday’s injuries 
will compe! him to lay off for a week or 
two. Fireman Lattimer’s remains were 
yesterday taken to his late home in 
Tucson. The baggage-master and ex- 
press agent were bruised a little, though 
not so badly but they remained on duty 
and continued eastward in charge of 
their cars. No other trainmen and no 
passengers were injured. A temporary 
track was built about the derailed en- 
gine and cars and at an early hour yes- 
terday morning the road was clear for 
through trains. The sensational report 
of passengers killed, which was given 
publicity, caused much needless alarm 
in Los Angeles among those who had 
friends on board the train. Tas Times’ 
supposition that the passengers all es- 
caped proves to have been correct, and 
in this respect the accident was a lucky 
one. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAINMEN. 
The members of the General Griev- 
ance Committee of the Order of Rail- 
road Trainmen are holding three meet- 
Ings aday at San Francisco, where a 
new wage schedule which the Soethern 
Pacitic will be asked to adopt, is being 
formulated. The grievances far out- 
number those of any previous complaint, 
but the chairman of the committee will 
not make the full list known at present. 

It is given out, however, that the com- 
pany will be asked to run larger crews 
in che local freight and passenger ser- 
rice. The law expressly provides fora 
specified number of brakemen for 
freight and passenger trains. It says 
that a train of over five cars shall carry 
two brakemen. The Call says that the 
Southern Pacific is running . heavy 
passenger trains on many of its divi- 
sions with one brakeman, and recently 
a train of thirty-eight cars was sent 
over the Coast division without a brake- 
man at all. Of course the automatic 
brake is used on all of these trains, but 
this ingenious labor-saving device fre- 
quently gets out of order. It is against 
the statutes of California to run a 
freight train with less than three brake- 
men, yet the company persists in hand- 
ling its local freight trains with two 
men, and on many of the runs only one 
isemployed. The officials say it is not 
necessary to send more than one man 
on trains equipped with air-brakes, 
giving as a reason that there is no work 
to perform, 

SCRAP HEAP. 

H. H. Vincent, general agent for the 
Santa Fé at Pomona, was in the city 
yesterday.

Only heads of depart- 
ments will attend, but there are enough 
of them to make a crowd.

It 
is reported that the road will pass into 
the hands or the Spreckels and become 
part of the electric system.

SANTA BARBARA, April 22.—[ Staff Cor - 
respondence of THE TIMEs.] With the bat- 
tle of the flowers and the grand floral pro- 
cession it was supposed that Santa Barbara 
had reached the climax of her efforts in 
her fine carnival. ‘What can be lovelier,”’ 
said the spectators, ‘‘than all this array of 
floral wealth, of color and of movement!“ 
In it were the past and present blended, 
the old world and the new. It was a pano- 
rama of light and of color, of beauty and 
of fragrance, kindred with the sunshine, 
filled with semi-tropic loveliness, with the 
poetry of flowers; the sweetness and charm 
of beauty; the melody of music, and the 
glory of sapphire skies and radiant sun- 

hine.. Even those whom time had touched 
with care and who had long borne life’s 
burdens said, catching the spirit and the 
beauty of the scene: “How fair this world 
is, after all, and how good itis to live un- 
der such skies, and to breathe such soft airs 
and ‘such fragrance. What wonder the 
native children loved a land so fair, or 
that their simple hearts were nature’s wor- 
shipers. It all the world were like today 
what more could we ask?“ 

But last night the grand ball was@n equal 
delight to us all. It was the rythm of 
motion, the poetry of beauty. Light, fra- 
grance, beauty, color, all lent their charm 
tothe great ballroom—the light of hun- 
dreds of shining, incandescent points; the 
fragrance of untold numbers of flowers; 
the color of rose and violet; the purpling 
charms of wisteria and fleur de lis; the 
whiteness of lily and marguerite; the gol- 
den splendor of the sunflower; the gweet- 
ness of the calla; the grace of the lly of 
the valley, and all the rich blossoms of 
tropical gardens; the lovliness of the 
human blossoms—the fair, sweet, youn 
faces of the floral dancers; their rich a 
flower-like costumes, and the large array of 
elegantly-attired spectators, all made upa 
scene of surpassing beauty and enchant- 
ment. Words are feebie things with which 
to paint the brilliancy of the picture 
where fair women and brave men were 
gathered in Flora’s court to do her honor. 

A trumpet-call announced the arrival of 
the lovely goddess, her shell-shaped chariot 
drawn by her gay postillions, and about her 
fluttering a little army of butterflies—small 
boys with golden-brown gauzy wings, which 
fluttered lightly as they passed. The lovely 
goddess, crowned with flowers and decked 
in filmy robes, stayed her chariot to salute 
the invited guests, All her movements 
were fullof that unconscious grace that 
lends its charm to happy childhood. Fol- 
lowing their queen to the music of the band, 
in glided the flowers. There were twentv- 
eight young ladies, brilliant in their array 
of color, or spotless in their whiteness. In 
groups of four the dancers moved around, 
with graceful, swaying motion, easy as the 
movement of the breeze-touched lily upon

Rank by rank the flowery lines advanced, 
the roses, of every hue and shade; the 
poppy, and the pale marguerites; the 
stately eur de lis, with purple lances; the 
smiling pansies, and the gorgeous sun- 
flower; brilliant carnations and white water 
lily; the snowy iris and the gentle daffodil, 
all mixed and mingled in graceful evolu- 
tions. 

When the floral tributes had been placed 
upon the stage the lines were broken, and 
the dancers, in couples, again, with 
graceful evolutions, down the hall, and, 
after many changes, arranged themselves 
so that they formed a perfect horseshoe. 
It was the party of motion,“ and the en- 
thusiasm of the spectators was without 
bounds. Withdrawing, they were again 
recalled, and as they filled the floor, in and 
out amid their lines fluttered the gold- 
dusted wings of the butterfiles. It was a 
fairyland of human blossoms, a living con- 
ception of a poet’s dream. 

The dresses were many of them made to 
simulate flowers, and in many cases the im. 
itation was perfect. There were the white 
satin petals of the water lily, and the mar- 
guerite forming the outer skirt and falling 
over petticoats of yellow satin representing 
the heart of the flower; there, a green 
bodice formed the calyx, and scarlet hues 
the petals of the red carnation; and here 
was a skirt of silvery green over which fell 
the satin petals of the white iris. Mr. 
Thomas B. Dioblee's lovely daughter, Miss 
Panchita, was a royal sunflower, while her 
elder sister was a white lily, her face as fair 
as the spotless mull of her dress, with its 
lily-shaped sleeves. The pretty dress was 
fastened with yellow cords, and she wore 
lilies in her liair, and in hand carried a 
lily-shaped fan. 

Both of the young ladies are fine types ot 
rare Castillian beauty. Another lovely 
gown was that worn by a young lady rep- 
resenting a yellow rose. The skirt was of 
yellow tarletan, drapedin the form of the 
flower, and bordered with fragrant roses. 

Miss Florence Fernald was very lovely as 
wisteria. The rich, heavy coils of her hair 
were set with the flowers, and her beauti- 
ful princess dress of clinging white was 
covered with a rich profusion of the beau- 
tiful flowers. I mention these names as 
they are almost theonly ones among the 
young ladies whom I recognized. There 
were others equal in tastefulness and ap- 
propriaceness of design, and none failed in 
harmony of expression. |

“ALLIN YOUR EYE.” 


An Experiment by Which You Can See the 
Blood Vessels in Your Optic: 
[New York Mail and Express.] 

“There is a strange experiment in op- 
tics discovered by Purkinja,“ said a 
young medical student. 

In a dark room at night move a can- 
dle backward and forward before the 
eyes, these being firmly fixed on the 
wall beyond. After a few seconds the 
sir will assume a reddish appearance, 
and, running over it in all directions, 
may be seen the veins and blood vessels 
of your eye in bold relief, while from 
the center of the figure there rises up a 
dark trunk, from which the veins branch 
out on all sides, 

The trunk is visible where the optic 
nerve enters the eye, and this experi- 
ment is 2 interesting to the stu- 

ng that the parts of the 
retina which actually receive and pro- 
duce the sensation of light must lie be- 
hind the blood vessels, since these cast 
their shadow on it, and we are enabled 
to see them as we see any other object 
externally,

The taking of testimony in the Ah 
Len murder case was commenced be- 
fore Judge Shaw and a jury in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday morning and oc- 
cupied their attention all day. Two 
jurors were chosen from the term trial 
jury of Department One, viz: B. F. 
Chamberlain and C. L. Lamereaux, to 


session the following witnesses were 
called and examined for the prosecu- 
tion: J. M. Meredith, Chan Kin Sing, 
R. W. Stewart, C. E. Wallin, J. T. Con- 
ley, J. T. Collins and a Chinese named 
Tom Bing. Their evidence was simply 
a repetition of that given upon the trial 
of Wong Gunn et al., charged with the 
same offense last vear. 

The case is attracting considerable 
attention among the residents of China- 
town, as the two opposing factions are 
involved in the controversy, and the 
courtroom was packed with Chinese all 
day. The trial will be resumed this 


ALLEGED BREACH OF CONTRACT. 

Judge Van Dyke tried the case of 
William Keller vs. d. W. Maxwell, an 
action to recover damages for an al- 
leged breach of contract, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The plaintiff and defendant entered 
into a contract on February 8 last, 
whereby the former agreed to set u 
the matter for the defendant’s city al. 
rectory at 87}¢ cents per page, it being 
specified that classified advertisements 
were to be set up at the same rate, but 
with two columns to the page, and the 
street directory was to be set in nor. 
pareil type at the rate of 75 cents per 
1000 ems. The matter was to be set 
up at the rate of sixteen pages per day, 

xwell eing to furnish a ceftain 
amount o 1 0 It was also agreed 
that as security for the faithful per- 
formance of the work, Maxwell was to 
retain 25 per cent. of the amount due 
at the end of each week’s work. After 
the work had been commenced, how- 
ever, a dispute arose as to how the mat- 
ter was to be set up, Maxwell demand- 
ing that the type should be set in 
double-column form. Keller claimed 
that the contract was silent on this 
point and specified that certain parts of 
the directory should be so set. Max- 
well thereupon offered to compromise 
the difficulty for an additional 10 per 
cent., and upon Keller’s refusal to ac- 


cept these terms rescinded the con- 


tract. 

The Court, at the close of the testi- 
mony, rendered judgment for the plain- 
tiff for the sum of $90, remarking that 
it was clear that Keller had offered to 
perform his contract. when he offered to 
set the type in single column form, as 
the contract itself assumed such to be, 
the agreement. 

THE GIRL NOT INCORRIGIBLE. 
Anna Becker, a 16-year-old girl 
of German descent, was taken before 
Judge Smith yesterday upon complaint 
of her father, a Pasadena restaurant 
keeper, for committal to the State Re- 
form School at Whittier; but the Court 
at the close of the testimony, concluded 
that the girl was not incorrigible, and 
as she had to work for a living, con- 
tinued the matter for two weeks in 
order.to allow her time in which to find 
employment with a private family. 

THE BURNS DIVORCE SUIT. 

The argument in the Burns divorce 
case was resumed before Judge McKin- 
ley in Department Six yesterday morn- 
ing by G. A. Adams, Esq., who, how- 
ever, soon gave way to T. K. Wilson, 
Esq., for defendant.

The Necessity for the Continued Publica- 
tien of Rallway Statistics for This 
Section Clearly Set Forth 
at Length. 


‘The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 8 o’clock. 

There were present Directors For- 
man, Breed, McGarvin, Braun, Klokke, 
Edwards. Director Forman occupied 
the chair until the arrival of Mr. Wells. 

After the transaction of the mstal 
routine business, the Committee on 
Ways and Means tendered a report on 
the condition of the finances, declaring 
them to be in good shape. 

The Committee on Statistics tendered 
a report, which was ordered filed and 
its recommendations carried out. | 

A communication from San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce, denying any 
knowledge of the McLaren circular 
against San Pedro harbor, recently dis- 
tributed at Washington, was read and 
ordered filed. . 

A resolution of thanks from the San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce, tendered 
to the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce for their services in the matter 
of the Panama steamers, was read and 
ordered filed. 

A communication from Mrs. Flint, 
president of the Flower Festival Soci- 
ety, stating that the ladies would not 
ve able to undertake the holding of the 
flower festival in the month of May, 
was read and ordered filed. 

A communication from Hon. Warner 
Miller, stating that he would be here to 
speak on the subject of the Nicaraugua 
canal some time between the 15th and 
20th of May, was read and ordered 
filed.

RAILWAY STAT ISTICSs. 

Following is the report of tht Com- 
mittee on Statistics, giving their rea- 
sons for insisting on the continued pub- 
lication of railway statistics for South- 
ern California: 

To the Board of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce—GENTLEMEN: Your Committee 
on Statistics has received from the secre- 
tary aclipping from the Examiner of San 
Francisco containing the statement that the 
Southern Pacific Company has decided to 
cease the publication of any information 
with regard to the business of the road in 
Southern California, for the reason that it 
is unwilling to make known the results of 
its work in fields where it has to meet ac- 
tive competition. Your committee is in- 
formed that it is the wish of the board that 
a definite statement should be prepared of 
what informatien is needed from the rail. 
ways to be of value in the preparation of 
statistics about this section. ö 

In the opinion of your committee it is not 
necessary that this information be given 
oftener than twice a year, as, for example, 
in June and January. It is not at all neces- 
sary that this information should be pub- 
lished in its separate form, that isto say, in 
tables showing what has been done by the 
Southern Pacific and what by the Santa Fé, 
but rather in one general statement involv- 
ing both the roads, Thus the public need 
not be be given the opportvnity to know the 
comparative business of the roads, and as 
the publication need not take place until 
several months after the operationsi n 
question have ceased, there is no reason 
why the publication should affect the com- 
peting roads themselves in any way. 

The facts which it is desired to obtain are 
briefly these: How much of the following 
are shipped eastward out of Southern Call- 
fornia annually or semi-annually and from 
what counties: Asphaltum, béans, canned 
and dried fruits, citrus fruits, deciduous 
fruits green, honey, nuts, ofions, potatoes, 
winter vegetables, wool, wine, brandy, rais- 
ins. Itis desirable to knew what is shipped 
into the country in some of the — | 
lines: Agricultural implements, meats an 
meat products. butter and cheese, eggs and 
chickens, fruit dried and green and canned, 
sh. es, iron, plants and trees, starch, etc. 

It would also be of advantage, if obtaina. 
ble, to give the carrying of passengers 
eastward and westward and to show the 
amount of local travel—which latter is a 
good indication of the prosperity of a coun- 


ry. 

Owing to the comparative newness of the 
greater part of the improvements of South- 
ern Californiait is extremely difficult to 
obtain satisfactory statistics with regard to 
this section, and the publications of the 
Chamber of Commerce and of the newspa- 
per annuals sufferin this regard when 
compared with documents of a like sort is- 
sued from Eastern cities. In the opinion of 
your committee it might be well not only to 
call upon the railro for the facts above 
mentioned butalso to ask the Boardot Su- 
1 and officers of the county and the 

uncil and Mayor and officers of the city 
to observe as far as consistent with their 
other duties, the rule of compiling the re- 
sults of the business of their newest beast: 
ces in such shape to be of the highes ° 
ble value for statistical purposes. The 
community seeking addition to its popula- 
tion stands in the position of the owner of a 
business seeking investors in his enterprise; 
he must be always ready to show exactly 
what has been accomplished in the past in 
order that a reasonable conjecture may be 
formed astothe prospects of the future. 
If his statements are incomplete or plainly 
the result of guesswork bis enterprise is 
likely to be regarded with suspicion. 
the opinion of your committee it is, there- 
fore, a matter of imperative necessity that 
the publication of railway statistics should 
be continued and that the scope of this work 
in the public offices should be widened.
